How often do wo see parents who 
never punish their children unless 
they are in a rage. The oh ildren 
are allowed to do precisely as they 
please, and are noi corrected unless 
(hey grate upon the caprice of the 
mother. Then she will fly Into a 
rage at a mere trifle and belabor 
the poor children as if some great 
offense had been Committed. 

Such treatment is weak, unjust, 
and ruinous to children. 

If the parent is selfish enough to 
sacrifice the child's future to her 
own immediate comfort, she will 
probably pay for the folly in bitter 
tears when the child grows up.

Parents often excuse their failure 
to properly correct children by say- 
ing that the world will give them 
enough hard knocks.
